Gentlemen of the City Council :— 

Agreeably to the requirements of the City Charter, we 
are assembled to organize the City Government for the 
present municipal year. Having been chosen by our fel- 
low-citizens to administer the affairs of the city, we as- 
sume the responsibility of our official duties, to guard their 
interests, and promote so far as we may be able, the hap- 
piness and prosperity of all our fellow-citizens. 

Having accepted the trust to which we have been dilled, 
let us humbly and earnestly implore counsel, wisdom and 
strength of Him whose kind providence has piteyGd us, 
and whose immutable principles should be the basis of all 
action. Having been so unexpectedly called to the hon- 
orable position of your presiding officer, without official 
knowledge or experience, I find myself quite unprepared 
to address you upon the requirements of the community 
so minutely as would perhaps under other circumstances 
have been expected. The general welfare of the city, its 
health, morals, finances, improvements, in fact, all its inter- 
ests being confided to your trust, whatever relates to the 
’ common good will be suitable subjects for your considera- 
tion and action. 

I commend to your careful consideration the financial con- 
dition of the city. In making the proper and necessary ap- 
propriations for the current expenses of the year, we should 
exercise discreetly our best judgment, that we may provide 
amply but not extravagantly for all the wants of the city, 


.4 
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so as not to be obliged to use the credit of the city to 
defray its common and ordinary expenses. There may be 
expenditures for which it will be necessary and proper to 
use the city’s credit, but at a time of general prosperity in 
our city, it should not be our policy to add to the burdens 
of the future by the accumulation of debt that we can 
possibly avoid. The following is the financial condition of 


the city :—

The care and treatment of the Poor is & duty that de- 
mands our sympathy and cheerful attention. A large 
proportion of the expenditure for this class is incurred in 
the support of those who are provided with homes at the 
Almshouse. The management of this Institution and the 
City Farm, under the general control of the Board of 
Overseers of the Poor, is vested in the Superintendent and 
matron, whose fidelity to their trust, needs no stronger 
proof, than the orderly manner in which the House is 
conducted, and the good condition of the Farm. 

For the condition of the Public Schools I would refer 
you to the forthcoming reports of the several School Com- 
mittées. The management of the Schools being to a 
certain extent independent of the action of the City Coun- 
cil, it will be your duty to liberally provide means for 
their support, and furnish such suitable accommodations 
as will tend to increase their usefulness. 4 

Our City requires an energetic Board of Health, not 
only for the sanitary condition of our streets, but from the 
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fact that we are liable to be visited, as we were the past 
summer, by that terrible sickness, the yellow fever. In 
consequence of that sickness the city was subjected to an 
expense of about two thousand dollars. In this connection 
I would recommend that an Ordinance be passed more 
clearly defining the duties of the Board of Health in case . 
of malignant diseases. 

The character and efficiency of a well organized Police 
force, is of great importance to the people, and reflects 
upon the well being of an administration. It is essential 
that you appoint men for this department whose upright 
character, undoubted integrity, and gentlemanly bearing 
will command the respect of all good citizens, and in the 
discharge of their duty merit the cordial support of the 
Government. In this connection I would recommend the 
qualifying of some thirty or forty extra police, to be called 
upon in case of emergency, and to be paid only for actual 
service rendered, when called upon by the Chief of the 
police department. For further particulars under this head, 
I refer you to the City Marshal’s report for the past year. 

The Streets, Roads and Bridges are other subjects, for 
which you are to make suitable appropriations. I know 
of nothing the coming year that will require any extraor- 
dinary expenditure. Sagamore, Liberty and South Mill 
Bridges have been-replanked the past year. The plan of 
grading our streets, commenced by our predecessors, I 
presume you will think best to continue to some extent the 
coming season. And in order that the appropriation for 
streets may be judiciously and profitably expended, and our 
streets kept in good condition at all seasons of the year, 
thereby lessening the risks of accidents, and suits against 
the city’for damages, you should provide sufficient com- 
‘pensation to secure the services of some suitable person 
for Street Commissioner, 
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The Fire Department will require your particular atten- 
tion the present year. For many years previous to the 
fire of July last it was seldom that a building was burned, 
which was not on fire, when the engines arrived. Good 
hand machines and vigorous, capable men to manage them 
were deemed suflicient. But at that fire it was demon- 
strated that the old system was not equal to the emergency. 
The City Council therefore made an appropriation for the 
purchase of one or more Steam Fire Engines. Two of these 
machines have been contracted for. One of them built by 
the Portland Company and costing $5000, has been re-. 
ceived, and at its trial was approved and accepted by the 
committee. It is a compact machine, weighing about 4500 
pounds, and is arranged to be drawn by men, It is placed 
in the House of Engine Company “No. 2,” on Court-street, 
and is to be manned by that company. The other engine 
is now building at Roxbury, Mass., will cost $4500, will 
weigh about 6500 pounds, and will be drawn by horses. A 
room for it has been provided in the building ih the Court 
House yard. When it arrives, the Fire Department will 
consist of two steam and, four hand engines, with their 
companies, and the spare engine “No. 2.” It will be for 
you to consider whether a further reduction of the number 
of hand engines cannot be made, and to provide for the 
reorganization of this Department on a new basis. 

It willbe my duty, as my pleasure, to co-operate with 
you, gentlemen of the City Council, in whatever under- 
taking you may be-called to engage, that will have for its 
results the best interests of the city. I confidently rely 
upon you to aid me and assist me in the discharge of my 
varied and arduous duties. In conclusion, permit me to 
indulge the hope that your deliberations may be clraracter- 
ized with harmony and candor, and that our labors may be 
crowned with success. .

CHIEF ENGINEER OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Hon. Board of Mayor and Aldermen : 

GENTLEMEN :—In presenting this my annual report, it 
gives me great pleasure to state that the Fire Department 
still maintains the high reputation it has for several years 
past held, and so justly deserves. 

I cheerfully bear testimony to the promptness and fidelity 
with which at all times the members of the Department 
have discharged the duties assigned them. Nothing to my 
knowledge has occurred the past year to disturb the 
peaceful and friendly feelings that have so long existed 
among the members, in all the different branches. 

The different Companies are all full at the present time ; 
the Engines are all in good working condition; the hose 
and other articles belonging to them are also in as good 
condition as in past years. The Hook & Ladder apparatus 
are in good working order, and the Company prompt to 
the call of duty. I think there should be more menattached 
to this Company, as in case of a large fire their ditties are 
very arduous. I would recommend that 10 more members 
be added to the present number. | | 

The different houses provided for the fire apparatus are 
all in good condition. I would recommend that water be 
introduced into the engine house on Pleasant street, and 
also into the house occupied by No. 4, which would be of 
great convenience to the Companies in cleaning their hose, 
&e. 

A hoge carriage is wanted for the Steamer. Parag; 

I would recommend that a new four wheel hose carriage 
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of the modern style be furnished for the Steamer; also, 
one thousand feet of leading hose, as our hose now in use 
is not large enough for the Steamer.

The most alarming 
and disastrous fire that has occurred in our city for several 
years.

GENTLEMEN: — I would most respectfully submit the 
Annual Report of the Police Department for the year 1864. 


The number of arrests from Jan. 1st to date is thirteen 
hundred and seventy-seven, (1377), for the following causes: 
Drunkenness 464, lodgings 486, truancy 9, deserters from 
the Reform School 4, adultery 4, fighting dogs 1, deserters 
from the House of Correction 13, night walkers 15, assaults 
61, brawl and tumult 64, deserters from the navy 76, rob- 
bery 6, picking pockets 4, resisting officers 6, larceny 26, 
bastardy 2, throwing stones 2, stealing children from par- 
ents 1, noisy shops 1, obtaining money under false pretences 
1, vagrancy 11, enticing sailors to desert 1, breaking glass 
3, breaking lanterns on Portsmouth Bridge 1, house break- 
ing 6, violating Sunday Ordinance 6, committing nuisances 
2, aiding desertion 1, deserters from the army 16, disorderly 
persons 2, keepers of disorderly houses 4, insane persons 
4, deserting parents 12, fast driving 8, peddling without 
license 2, rescued from drowning 1, abducting minors from - 
parents 2, suspicious persons 10, Sabbath breaking 6, keep- 
ers of houses of ill fame 2, robbing Post Office 1, store 
breaking 3, obstructing sidewalks 2, breaking carriages 1, 
obstructing streets 1, robbing gardens 3, insulting ladies on 
the street 1, cutting boat’s painter 1, obscene language 2, 
fornication 3, horse stealing 1, lost children 1. Total, 
1377. 
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Two hundred and sixty of this number have been taken 
before the Police Court. One died in the Station House ; 
thirty-two committed to the House of Correction; nine to 
the County Jail, and three to the Reform School. Ihave col- 
lected through the Police Court, in fines, costs, &c., and 
paid over to the City Treasurer, for which I have his receipts 
eight hundred and fourteen dollars and fifty-three cents 
($814.53 ). 

And here I would most respectfully state that the duties - 
uf the Police Officer when properly attended to are arduous 
and very perplexing, at times requiring coolness and dis- 
cretion, good judgment and firmness. He is often called 
upon to act ata moment’s notice, without time for reflection 
if he hesitates or displays any lack of decision or courage, 
he is at once denounced as a coward ; if on the other hand 
he acts rashly or imprudently, the denunciation comes 
equally as certain. ‘Too much is expected by the publis 
of Police Officers for the pay that they receive; but few 
offices in the gift of the City Government requiring such a 
combination of rare qualities as that of a Police Officer. I 
believe a radical reform is demanded in the Police Depart- 
ment: I would recommend an increase of salary, and then 
appoint none but those well qualified to perform the duties. 

We have in our city one hundred and twenty drinking 
saloons besides thirty houses of ill fame, and the number is 
on the increase, with a large number of disorderly persons 
of all kinds, who come here from almost every section of 
the country. . 

There are at the present time but three Police Officers, 
ani as they have but fifty dollars per year, they have to 
attend to other business to gain a livelihood. If the City 
Government should see proper to increase their salary to 
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six or eight hundred dollars, and then demand of them their 
whole time, I think the city would be better served than it 
now is. Then appoint a suitable number of Night Po- » 
lice to work with the Day Police, and I think that the 
citizens will be satisfied with the change. I would most 
respectfully, in behalf of the Board of Police, acknowledge 
to the City Government our sincere thanks for the manner 
in which they have sustained our doings. Also to our 
most worthy Police Justice, Lory Odell, and his assistant, 
Marcellus Bufford, Esq. Most respectfully, your obedient

The High School Committee respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year now closing :— 

The Young Ladies’ Department remains under the care 
of Mr. Aurin M. Payson, Principal, and Miss A. Morgan, 
Assistant. 

The study of German has been introduced this year; 
but, with the exception of this; no change, of note, has 
been made, either in the course of study or the method of 
government. 

‘The Boys’ Department continues under the instruction 
of Mr. L. E. Smith, Principal, and Mr. J. E. Ayers, Assist- 
ant. 

The chief improvements consist in the introduction of 
the study of the French Language, and the Military Drill, 
the latter under the direction of Col. J. H. Jackson, who 
has generously consented to give us the benefit of his 
long experience. 

It seems to us that if the young ladies graduate 
thoroughly instructed in Gymnastics, and the boys. in 
Military Drill, our school will be of incalcuable benefit to 
the community from the physical development produced, 
alone, to say nothing of the mental attainments at the same 
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time acquired: and we think that, in this respect, we 
are in advance of most similar institutions. 

We desire that it may be generally understood that the 
advantages for preparing for College are as ample at this 
school as at Exeter, or elsewhere; and that all pupils we 
have presented, have been accepted, and have taken a high 
stand in the institutions selected—whether Colleges or 
Naval School. 

A programme of required studies and recitations will 
be found at the end of the report.

a duties have not been irksome— most of them have 
been recreations, mental and physical. Our meetings 
have been always harmonious, and our decisions generally 
unanimous. [a financial matters we have been governed 
by strict regard to economy; but it was found necessary 
to increase the pay of some of the teachers, owing to the 
greatadvance in prices and cost of living, and it will be 
found necessary still farther to increase the salaries. of 
some of the teachers the ensuing year. “The laborer is 
worthy of his hire,” and we believe the people are willing 
to be taxed for the expense of educating the young. 

The schools of our City we may well be proud of. There 
is, however, a growing evil whick ought te alarm every 
parent and guardian, and which tends directly to profligacy 
and crime, and that is éruancy. If parents would visit the 
schools, examine the records, and see whether their 
children are in school or in tho streets, this fearful evil 
would soon be checked. It is impossible for boys and girls 
to keep up with their class unless they are punctual. We. 
fear many parents cannot be aware that their children are 
absent from school so much as the records actually show. 

The Committee would respectfully call your attention to 
the condition of Mr. DeMeritt’s school room, in Hanover- 
street. This roum is entirely without ventilation; the 
ceiling is very low, and the room damp. The floor is 
about 18 inches below the surface of the ground outside, 
and at the present time, as the snow and ice melt away, the 
water runs into the entry in such quantities as to make it 
almost impassable. 

This matter having been fully presented to the City 
Council last year, and having received favorable considera- 
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tion, and the City Council having appropriated the money, 
may we not hope that the needed alterations will speedily 
be made; believing that both teacher and scholars are abe 
fering in ‘health by delay. 

The primary school room of Miss Rogers at the Frank- 
lin School is entirely inadequate for the number of seholars 
which daily gather there. This room is small, damp and 
without ventilation. We most respectfully call your at- 
tention to this room, and sincerely hope a better room may 
provided.

1o the Hon. Mayor and Aldermen of Portsmouth :— 


The School Committee of District No. 2, respectfully 
submit the following report of the eondifion of the schools 
under their direction. 

The Boys’ and Girls’ Grammar School, under the Court 
House, is in the care of Mr. John Durgin, Principal, Miss 
Sarah A. Whittem, Assistant, and Miss Salter, Teacher of 
Drawing. 

The Girls’ Grammar School is taught by Miss H. L. 
Hill, in the Academy. We hope to be able to introduce 
the study of Drawing here, the coming year; having 
become convinced of its beneficial effect in the schoo} 
before mentioned. 

_ Miss Mary S. Jones having, much to our regret, resigned 

the charge of the School at the Plains, we engaged Miss 
Hubbard, a graduate of our High School, to assume the 
duties of this situation; and, at our recent examination, 
we were fally satisfied with owr choice. Both Miss Jones 
and Miss Hubbard instructed through the entire year; and 
this Committee much prefer to employ one teacher for ne 
whole year, to changing instructors every six months, as 
was formerly the custom. 

The Cabot Street Intermediate School for Boys and 
Girls, continues under the care of Mr. A. OC. Hoyt,’ Princi- 
pal, and Miss M..F. Walker, Assistant. 


: 
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The Intermediate School for Girls is taught by Miss E. 
M. Willey, in the Academy. Instruction in sewing being 
given by Miss Olive Hill as heretofore. 

The Primary School in Cabot street is kept by Miss M. 
M. Han, Principal, and Miss Payson, Assistant. Since our 
last report we have the pain of recording the death of 
Miss Ellen Norton, and. the severe illness and resignation 
of Miss Akerman, successively Assistants in this school. 


We are forced to believe that their illness was, if not 
caused, in a great measure aggravated, by the scanty 


dimensions and bad ventilation of the apartment provided 
for their use—worthy rather of the name of closet than 
recitation-room. We are happy to say that, at length, the 
Committee on School Houses has taken it in hand to con- 
sider the subject of enlarging the recitation-rooms in both 
stories of this building. 
The Primary School in the Brick School House i in State 
street, is kept by Miss C. A. Walker. 
We report the condition of the above named schools as, 
in general, satisfactory and improving.

OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF DISTRICT NO. 3. 


To the Hon. Mayor and Aldermen of Portsmouth :— 


| GentTLemeN:—In accordance with established usage, we 
would respectfully report to you the condition of the 
Schools in District No. 3. 

The Grammar School now kept by George T. Wiggin, 
Principal, and Misses Ann C. and Eliza M. Marshall, as 
Assistants, continues to maintain its deservedly high repu- 
tation. 

During the past year T. D. Foss, the former Principal, 
having resigned, your Committee were fortunate in the 
selection of Mr. Wiggin to succeed him. 

The marked progress and improvement made by the 
School since he entered upon his duties, lead us to be- 
lieve we have secured the right teacher for the place. 

The good order and strict discipline maintained (al- 
-though some fault has been found by those who have an 
opinion that the teacher should govern the school just as 
his or her idea happens to be in regard to the same) have 
not been without their effects on the scholars, who at first 
seemed to think they could rebel against the new teacher, 
but have become pretty thoroughly convinced by this 
time that they mistook their game. ‘The interference of 
parents in every little thing that transpires in the schools 
by running to the teachers and abusing them, or to the 
school committee, has become a source of annoyance that 
has really proved detrimental to the schools.

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If the Committee were to take notice of every time a 
boy or girl hasa light punishment inflicted, (if nothing more 
than mere calling them out, asking if they have violated 
the school regulations, and then sent back after being rep- 
rimanded by a word without the blow, it has been deemed 
a great humiliation to the very sensitive mind of “ my boy 
or girl,”) they would thus make a complete hot water sys- 
tem to the teachers, who would be lacking the spirit of 
American citizens if they did not resent it by immediately 
taking their departure for a more congenial atmosphere. 

The least interference on the part of the committee with 
the management of the schools after they have established 
general regulations concerning them, if they keep an eye 
to the carrying out of those regulations, is the only sure 
way, in our opinion, to have a good school, for it gives the 
teachers confidence in carrying out their plans for the ben- 
efit of the schools, without feeling that it may not be satis- 
factory to the ideas of the Committee, who, if constantly 
interfering, give the teachers about as much regard for their 
own ability to govern a school as a child has when taking 
its first steps in learning to walk. . 

We have endeavored to avoid as much as possible this 
interference with the management, and the carrying out of 
the regulations, and have never paid much attention to 
trifling complaints, except when, in our opinion, the parties 
making them represented something very outrageous, but 
these on examination have generally proved to be the re- 
sult of an excited imagination. . 

When cases do occur calling for action we have always 
been found ready to give a listening ear, but since the ap- 
pointment of,Mr. W. and the aid he has had from his as- 
sistants, we are convinced that no child will receive any- 
thing but the best of counsel and instruction from them, 
and that no harsher medicine will be given them than the 
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nature of the disease and the condition of the patient will 
admit. 

The intermediate school has been under the care of Miss 
Adaline Tucker and Miss Sarah A. Palmer. During a 
small portion of the year Miss V. E. Vaughan was employ- 
ed as an assistant. The school has been conducted in its 
usual good manner, and the teachers have had hard work, 
owing to the great number of pupils in attendance. And 
this work continuesin the same monotonous routine each 
_ day, for as soon as a class progresses far enough to become 
in any way an easy task to the teacher, they are sent to the 
grammar school, and the same kind of work must ensue 
only to be repeated again in its turn. This school is 
consequently the hardest in the District. 

With its present teachers, we feel confident it will con- 
tinue to plod on in its accustomed way, which is complete- 
ly satisfactory. | 

The Infant Schools still remain under the care of Miss 
Adaline Shackford and Miss Ellen J. Drisco. Both teach- 
ers are well qualified for their situations, requiring as they 
do a considerable degree of patience. It is not expected 
that children at these schools can acquire much education, 
as a great portion of those in attendance are sent to keep 
them out of mischief at home and for arelief to their pa- 
rents. 

Some of the little ones are very forward in learning, 
and we were somewhat surprised to see how much they 
were able to acquire for children of their years. 

The State-street school kept by Miss Driscoe after an 
experiment of some three years, we are convinced should 
be removed to its old quarters at the Haven School House, 
although we have no doubt it isa great benefit to those 
living in the upper part of the district. Still the enormous 
expense attending the heating of the room, does not com- 
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pensate for the additional labor required in the walking 
to the South school. 

The Lafayette Road school has been under the care of 
Miss Susan F. Drake during the Summer term, and Mr. 
Hrank Emerson for the Winter term. 

But your Committee think that one teacher the year 
round is much the best for the interests of the school, 
yet, by the very earnest expression of the people directly 
interested in that part of the district, we complied, and di- 
rected the school as above. 

Miss Drake stands so well known in the estimation of 
the people of this and other districts where she has taughit, 
as not to need word of commendation. 

Suftice it to say that the school had suffered no deroga- 
tion in any particular during her charge. - Mr. Emerson , 
came among us perfectly unknown, but the school under 
his hands convinced us that he knows how to teach. In 
this school, the multitudinous classes that must be arranged 
make it hard work for any one, and unless the people have 
confidence in the teacher as to what is best fer the scholar 
to study, it is useless to attempt to do anything in the way 
of educating them. Some of our best scholars have grad- 
uated from this school, and we feel some pride that there 
is more attention manifested by the pupils than is com- 
mon for the scholars in the more central part of the city. 

During the past year in accordance with the expressed 
wish of many of the inhabitants of that section of the dis- 
trict near Sagamore Bridge, your Committee established 
« school at the house of Mr. Simmons near the Bridge, and 
appointed Miss 8. L. Simmons as: teacher. Although 
voung, Miss Simmons entered upon her duties with a de- 
termination to be successful, and the prompt manner 
in which the pupils answered the questions propounded to 
them, leads us to the opinion that by dint of hard work she 
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is fast accomplishing her desire to have as good school 
as any in the District. 

This school is small it is true, but the great distance of 
the same grade of schools from the central school house 
of the district, (which seems to have been located in abouf 
as out of the way place as possible,) warrants the people in 
demanding, and ourselves in acceding to the request of 
having this school in some locality where they could send 
their children the year round. 

Itis true it is attended with,» considerable expense, but 
the outlay we have no doubt will be productive of good 
results. Taking our schools as a whole, we think they will 


- compare favorably with those in any other district. 


The attendance has been very fuir, but still there is much 
room for improvement. If all the parents could be anima- 
ted by a desire for the success of the schools and take a 
personal interest in them by seeing that their children at- 
tend punctually at the stated hours, and use less notes 
for every trifling excuse that comes to mind, it would be a 
great benefit. But we do not expect perfection in tbis 
respect, and if parents will keep their children from schoo! 
and allow them to be absent or late with an excuse from 
them, it is a matter in which'their interests and not ours 
are concerned. We do the best we can, and if we have 
the counsel and aid of the parents, and a general desire for 
the welfare of the whole, we cannot fail in our endeavors 
to promote the cause of education. 

In the months of June and July our schools suffered a 
great depletion, amounting to nearly 73 per cent. on ac- 
count of the neglect of the City officers entrusted with 
the care of the public health, in allowing the yellow fever 
to be introduced into our midst, causing such alarm among 
the people of our district, where that disease was prevalent ' 
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to a greater extent than in other portions of our city, as 
caused them to keep their children away from the schools 
to the above extent. Nevertheless we kept the schools in 
running order; although the breaking up of the classes 
occasioned a backwardness in the studies, which by dint 
of hard work on the part of the teacher, has been but 
partially overcome. 

During the past year the enhanced prices of living ne- 
cessitated us to advance the pay of the teachers, conse- 
quently we have found ourselves minus in our treasury of 
the needful to carry on the schools, but by the special ap- 
propriation you have given us we now have the means tu 
meet the emergency. 

One great difficulty we have experienced in our District 
is in regard to the books necessary to be used. 

Some years ago Brown’s Grammar was adopted through- 
out the city as the standard, and at that time we thought 
well of it; but experience has taught us that we made a 
mistake, and we trust some other work, not so complicated, 
will be Habatituted. 

We have refrained from shane new books, knowing 
what a tax it is upon parents to be continually harrassed 
by the cry of “I want a new book,” when the expenses of 
the same are to be taxed to the pockets of those who can il] 
afford the luxury of purchasing such every week. 

There are times when new books are literally demanded 
for the benefit of the schools, but we have endeavored to 
make such arrangements the past year as would obviate 
the purchase of them at the present high prices, which we 
had hoped would be merely temporary. One great disad- 
vantage, (and we consider it of momentous interest to the 
District,) is that a large number of the scholars who comply ~ 
with all the regulations to obtain admittance to the High 
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School, are prevented from an attendance there from 
the fact that their parents do not feel able to purchase 
the books used, and by this means many of our best 
scholars, and those who would do credit to their teachers’ 
and to themselves, graduate at this school and enter upon 
the duties of life, when if it were not for the great ex- 
pense of books they would go to the High School, and 
there complete the edifice, the foundation of which is laid 


' in the Grammar School, and thus become better fitted for 


a higher position in society. 

We have no doubt that this question has been brought 
very forcibly to the minds and pockets of those who have 
had children attending school, and there seems to be but 
one way in which it can be remedied. * 

It may be said, and very truly too, that the city provides 
for those who are indigent and unable to purchase books 
for attendancé at their school; but there are many who do 
not care to make public their circumstances, who might, by 
a strict economy, make sacrifices that would enable them 
to afford this object,—but still prefer that their children 
should suffer in education, rather than make known the one 
or Go the other. 

We have examined into this subject more particularly 
in reference to our own District, and we find that each 
scholar in our Grammar School has on an average eight 
books during the course. Six of these are purchased when 
the scholar enters the school, at a cost of five dollars for 
the six. This to 152 scholars amounts to $760. Two new 
books are required by the advancement of classes, which 
at the same cost makes $252. Oneseventh of this 
number have to be replaced by new ones, at a cost of say 
$100. Giving a total of $1071 paid out every three years 
for books in this school alone. 
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These books are all thrown aside when the scholar enters 
the High School, and a new set obtained for those who 
take their places. 

It may be said that these books can be used by those 
who have several children, who will in their turn reach 
this schoo]. But we are informed that those scholars who 
graduate, knowing that their books would become useless 
as far as they are concerned, manage to use them so that 
they become worthless, except for old paper. 

Taking the question of the members and cost of books 
as an average for the other schools, having 837 scholars, 
gives us $421. This added to the amount expended at 
the Grammar Schools gives 1533 dollars expended every 
three years in our District. 

These books are of very little use to the scholar, pro- 
vided they are kept in good condition, after leaving the 
school; and we doubt if there is a home in the District 
that does not contain more or less school books By cas 
in some obscure corner. 

Now if these books were purchased by the city at- 
wholesale prices, and the teachers required to keep a strict 
oversight of them, they need not be mutilated, but could 
be used for those who succeed the graduates, and thus by 
a small additional tax upon all our citizens the schools 
would be provided with books, and those who can ill afford 
to keep their children at school would be relieved of their 
burden, and all scholars permitted to have that education 
for which our public schools were in&tituted. 

By examining the crude suggestions which we have in 
a hasty manner gathered and placed before you for your 
consideration, we doubt not that if this idea is carried out 
the standard of education among the people would be 
greatly elevated, and our schools would become as near 
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perfection as the most ardent devotee of education could 
desire. 3
